Rentz testified also that the 
Air Force is working to de- 
velop facilities that will per- 
mit building underground 
launching sites for long-range 
ballistic missiles. 

He said they would be 
“hardened” facilities — built 
largely of concrete—to make 
them invulnerable to all but 
a direct hit by an enemy bomb.

Streets Director Frank Kriz

New and larger quarters on

Mr. Curtis on J.B. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have read your editorial, “Con- 
gressman Curtis’s Role at J.B.” 

First, I at no time asked Housing 
Administrator Cole or anyone else 
to hold up the Jefferson Barracks 
project. However, I have many 
times made inquiries of adminis- 
trative officials of what goes on 
and what decisions they are making 
in various matters. 

In the J.B. situation, I have 
never had the occasion to present 
any particular point of view with 
any vehemence. I have been called 
upon only twice to assist in clarify- 
ing what was going on. 

In early December, a spokesman 
for the group circulating a refer- 
endum petition called me and 
asked whether.in light of the filing 
of petitions the Housing Authority 
was going ahead with the letting 
of bids on the project. 

I called Mr. Cole and asked him 
to check. I expressed concern at 
the expenditure of more federal 
funds if there was a likelihood 
under law that the project would 
be abandoned. 

Mr. Cole told me his interpre- 
tation of the law was that a refer- 
endum did lie if it was properly 
initiated. He stated that he did 
not know what the policy was on 
further expenditure of funds when 
a referendum petition was in the 
offing, but that he felt offhand it 
was a questionable thing to do. 

The conversation ended by Mr. 
Cole stating that he would look 
into the matter as I requested and 
make whatever decisions were 
necessary. He did not state that 
he would hold the project up, nor 
as I have said did I ask him to 
hold the project up. I have heard 
nothing further from Washington 
officials on this matter. 

Now as to my views on the J.B. 
project and public housing in gen- 
eral. In principle, I am opposed 
to public housing except as tied 
to slum clearance. 

In spite of my views, I have 
taken the position that the law of 
the land should be carrfed out, 
and where local communities have 
in good faith relied upon what the 
Federal Government has said and 
done, the Federal Government 
should fulfill its commitments. 

I am in favor of the referendum 
provision the Congress placed in 
the law back in 1954. I do not 
know whether it apvlies to the J.B. 
project or not. Federal officials 
have advised that it does. 
Francis Barnes, the chairman of 
the St. Louis Housing Authority, 
feels that it does not apply. 

I will not take, nor have I taken, 
a position on the desirability or un- 
desirability of the J.B. project. As 
a private citizen, of course, I have 
my views. I have refrained from 
stating them because I feel they 
would be misinterpreted and given 
undue weight because I happen to 
be a Congressman.

President Eisenhower recommended a five- 
year extension of the reciprocal trade law ‘in 
his State of the Union “ee he 
had difficulty in finding a 7 
to introduce a bill for this purpose in Congress 
—Representative Robert W. Kean of New Jersey 
finally accepted the task—the President’s policy 


is sound. Aa ; 
Good commercial relations are the bedrock 


on which good diplomatic ahd military relations 
with other nations may be maintained. Few 
things make so effectively for international 
good will as balanced, two-way trade. 

Yet there is a provision in the ‘Administra- 
tion’s draft of this trade treaty law-which might 
come close to producing just the opposite of the 
intended effect. This would empower the Presi- 
dent to increase tariffs on individual items as 
much as 50 per cent above the rate in effect 
in 1934. And 1934 duties—the still-remembered 
Smoot-Hawley tariffs—were, in géneral, the 
highest ever imposed by the United States. 

-* . . 

The real purpose of the reciprocal trade law 
should be the mutual lowering of tariffs through 
agreements with other governments. Since the 
many items involved in international commerce 
can make such an agreement rather complex, 
authority to raise some tariffs now and then may 
be necessary. But why not base this authority, 
as the present law does, on the relatively low 
rates of 1945, instead of allowing for a boost 
above the highest rates on record? 

The Committee for a National Trade Policy, 
which represents about 40 organizations favor- 
ing liberalized commerce, is aware of the “sleep- 
er” in the Administration draft. By giving it 
publicity, the committee may induce Congress 
to strike out this provision which could turn 
the reciprocal trade law, in its application, into 
the highest of high tariff acts.

The provision is explained by the Administra- 
tion aS a necessary concession to the 10 Republi- 
cans on the House Ways and Means Committee 
which will consider the extension bill. There 
are other high tariff men in Congress, too, and 
not all of them are Republicans. 

This provision, however, is hardly a conces- 
sion to induce them to liberalize tariffs. It is 
a surrender even before the battle has begun. 
Conceivably the Administration may have to 
compromise to avoid rejection of its bill. But 
it seems sad strategy to offer so much in 
advance. 

Even if the clause in question were never 
used, it would have a discouraging effect on 
foreign trade. What foreign industry would 
spend money in developing an American market 
for its product under the threat of being de- 
prived of that market by a stiff tariff boost? 

The effectiveness of the reciprocal trade pol- 
icy has been considerably eroded since its in- 
troduction by Secretary of State Cordell Hull. 
The new provision could become virtually its 
tombstone. 
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Kissing a Payroll Goodby 

The Jefferson Barracks housing project that 
a small group in south St. Louis county is de- 
termined to kill would produce 70,000 man-days 
of work over the next year and a half. At cur- 
rent wage scales this would mean a payroll of 
$1,750,000. 

That is a payroll the St. Louis area cannot 
afford to be without. About 60,700 persons, or 
7.1 per cent of the civilian labor force in this 
labor market area, are now without,work.

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Where Eisenhower Should Lead 


It is disconcerting—at the least—to find Pres- 
ident’ Eisenhower taking himself away from the 
important role in reorganizing the Defense De- 
partment that he assumed in his State of the 
Union address. 

Who would be better qualified to see such a 
battle through to the finish than President 
Eisenhower himself? From second lieutenant to 
five-star general, as Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff and as Supreme Allied Com- 
mander of the North. Atlantic Treaty nations, 
he has been familiar with every aspect of the 
services and the defense problems of the nation. 


Yet at his news conference Wednesday Presi- 
dent Eisenhower practically canceled out this 
unique and invaluable experience when he said 
he would be “the last to ask for a detailed or- 
ganization in which I believe.” 

With his record, why should he not*be the 
first to ask for the detailed type of military or- 
ganization in which he believes? 

The new Secretary of Defense, Neil McElroy, 
who took office only last October, has made 
progress although he is a man with no military 
background. He has picked three military men 
and will select some civilians to help him work 
on the military realignment problem. 


But there is no substitute for the leadership 
which can come only from President Ejisen- 
hower. As Senator Lyndon Johnson of the Sen- 
ate Preparedness subcommittee remarked on 
the reorganization problem: “This is properly 
an executive function and detailed recommenda- 
tions will be very helpful to Congress.” 


President Eisenhower, who has little knowl- 
edge of farming, can send to Congress a de- 
tailed plan for revising the nation's farm laws. 
Military expert that he is, why does he shy 
away from laying out a reform program for the 
military establishment? 

It ig to be hoped that the President will carry 
out his original plan instead of leaving it to sub- 
ordinates. If he waits for a possible meeting of 
the minds of the many people concerned with 
defense there is bound to be a time lag that 
could have disastrous effects. 
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‘Rankest Discrimination’ 

St. Louis deserves to be told why it should 
pay higher truck rates to one of its markets 
than other areas pay.

Last summer the Missouri Public Service 
Commission ordered changes in truck rate 
structures which resulted in increased charges 
averaging 13 per cent.

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* The Billboard Fight, Revived 

Legislation to prevent defacement of our new 
highways by billboards has been revived in 
Congress with powerful new allies. 

The most powerful ally is President Eisen- 
hower. In his budget message he recommended 
“prompt enactment” of laws to control roadside 
advertising along the 41,000-mile interstate high- 
way system, which is yet to be built. | 

Now Senator Bush of Connecticut has intro- 


duced a bill to encourage state regulation of 


billboards within 660 feet of a highWay right- 
of-way. The Federal Government would pay 
three fourths of 1 per cent of allotted highway 
funds to states agreeing to do this according 
to federal standards. 

This measure is similar to one now before 
the Senate Public Works Committee, which that 
committee defeated by a 7-6 vote last year. But 
the Bush bill does not contain the other meas- 
ure’s impractical provision for adding 7000 miles 
to the interstate system. : 

Both of these bills are compromises between 
the earlier measures offered by Senator Neu- 
berger of Oregon and by Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks. The Neuberger bill would have re- 
warded co-operating states by paying them 90 
per cent of the cost of buying advertising rights 
along the. roads. The Administration measure 
would have penalized non-co-operating states 
by giving them 85 per cent instead of 90 per 
cent of the cost of highway construction. 

In view of the rising highway costs, it might 
now make more sense to penalize than to re- 
ward. But billboard controls face a political 
struggle, and rewards are more profitable po- 
litically than punishment. 

So the issue is joined. Senators Bush and 
Neuberger and their allies can expect an on- 
slaught soon from the outdoor advertising inter- 
ests who descended on Congress last year. Con- 
gressman Hale of Maine says the lobby has an- 
nounced plans for a $300,000 public relations 
campaign to convince the public that, in Mr. 
Hale’s words, “billboards are loved by all.” 

The public will take some convincing. It {s 
paying for the new highways which offer such 
lush advertising opportunities to the billboard 
lobby. If Congress does not enact reasonable 
controls soon, these new roads will be stream- 
ers of signboards and more of America the 
Beautiful will be lost. Once the roads are built 
it will be. too late to protect them. 
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No Way to Close the Case 


In calling the Oppenheimer case settled and 
a thing of the past, President Eisenhower has 
taken the same inflexible position as Chairman 
Lewis Strauss of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion. The President has not taken, and perhaps 
has not even sought, the advice of his own sci- 
ence advisory_committee. 

A Washington Post poll disclosed that a ma- 
jority of the President’s committee favored the 
return of Dr. Oppenheimer to government serv- 
ice. The committee chairman and Nobel prize 
winner, Dr. I. I. Rabi, said that “American sci- 
entists would look upon it as elementary justice 
for a man who was smeared to be restored.” 

But Mr. Eisenhower told his press Conference 
he had not heard of any Administration move 
to restore Dr. Oppenheimer to government serv- 
ice. Now the question is. whether the President 
had heard of the opinions of his science ad- 
visory committee—or had asked their opinions. 
Why have an advisory committee if its advice 
is not sought? | 

Still there remains a further source of advice 
to the President. Dr. James R. Killian, who 
defended Dr. Oppenheimer in the 1954 security 
proceedings, is now special presidential advisor 
for science. Dr. Killian would serve the na- 
tion’s interest in scientific progress by urging 
the President to reopen the Oppenheimer case. 
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French Crisis and U.S. Security 

The French Government of Premier Gaillard 
is in trouble. It has been in office for only two 
months and a half. Much of that time was taken 
up by the usual “honeymoon,” the Paris NATO 
conference during which it. would have been 
unseemly to topple the regime, and the Christ- 
mas and New Year’s holidays. But on Thurs 
day it faced a vote of confidence and won by 
only 252 to 233 with 28 abstentions. The Gov- 
ernment’s survival, however, might be almost’ as 
disturbing to other NATO countries as its defeat. 

Much of the agitation against Gaillard at 
home stems from his plan to postpone the pay- 
ment of World War I pensions, and his desire 
to bring into effect by legislation what really 
are constitutional changes. Changes to make 
French governments more stable must be re- 
garded, on the whole, as desirable. What is dis- 
turbing outside France is Gaillard’s determi- 


: nation to cut France’s armed forces by 15 per 


cent. With virtually the whole army in Algeria, 
this would cut the French contribution to 
NATO’s continental shield almost to zero. 

Gaillard is not motivated by an unwillingness 
to co-operate in the’ Western alliance, nor even 
—6o far as is known—by the feeling that atomic 
weapons may now be substituted for manpower. 
His motive is almost purely economic. France 
must retrench. 

Since the military aspect of this problem does 
affect the United States, it should be for Con- 
gress a very clear demonstration of the continu- 
ing importance of all forms of economic aid, in- 
cluding reciprocal trade. Foreign loans and tar- 
iff treaties are as important in the defense of 
the United States as guns, planes and bombs. 
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Not Epping Alone 

Edward A. Epping, already serving a four-to- 
five-year sentence on a plea of guilty of con- 
spiring to defraud Illinois in the $1,500,000 
Hodge scandals, now faces new unset penalties, 
ranging up to 15 years. He has been convicted 
of forgery, confidence game and embezzlement 
by a jury in Springfield on other charges arising 
from the lootings of the State Treasury by ex- 
Auditor Orville E. Hodge and his associates. 

Epping was an associate. He held no state 
office, but he functioned as executive assistant 
to Hodge. At issue in the trial was whether or 
not the 39-year-old accountant, Epping, received 
$11,416 in money from a fraudulent state check.

The Peril Is Not All Military

One reported implication of the 
still highly classified Gaither Report 
is that by the year 1960 or 1961 the 
Soviet Union will possess the military 
capacity to.do the United States dis- 
astrous damage even if this country 
still possesses great power. 


A corollary of that proposition is 
that the United States cannot expect 
ever again to be able to live free of 
the danger of such serious harm. 


This writer does not find these 
assessments or im- 
plications either 
startling or as be- 
ing the reason for 
sudden and violent 
reaction. 

I do not find 
them startling for 
the simple reason 
that this is a con- 
dition which has 
existed in poten- 
tial from the day 
the Soviets first 
obtained a nuclear 
weapon. It is not 
a new condition; it 
is a condition 
which everyone knew about, for 
more than seven years. 

There .is, of course, the military 
problem of keeping up with the So- 
viets in military capacity to the best 
of the United States’s ability. If there 
has been neglect in this area, as there 
may well have been, then obviously 
that neglect should be repaired vigor- 
ously, as I am sure it will be. Con- 
gress is not a laggard when it comes 
to appropriating money for military 
defense. 

There are, however, it seems to me, 
two far greater dangers than the 
danger of slipping back in the mil- 
itary area. 


U.S. Can Not Stand Alone 


There is the danger that in repair- 
ing whatever military neglect there 
has been the United States will pre- 
sent so bellicose a face toward its 
antagonist that he will make the fatal 
mistake of assuming that this prepar- 
edness has an ultimate war purpose. 

The American eagle always carries 
an olive branch in one claw to bal- 
ance the sheaf of arrows in the other. 
The United States must not appear 
to others to change this ancient sym- 
bolism and to put weapons in both 
claws, for once it has done so it will 
almost surely find that it has passed 
the point of no return. 

The other danger is that it will ig- 
nore what seems to me the _ basic 
power fact about the world of today: 
the fact that the United States cannot

John Foster Dulles in these grave 
matters. 

Mr. Dulles may at heart be a hum- 
ble man. But whatever humility.may 
lie in his character does not show in 
the posture he presents to the out- 
side world. He appears to be a man 
of supreme self-confidence in the ab- 
solute soundness of his own views 
and policies. The world statesmen 
as well as the world of just plain 
people sees him as a man of un- 
limited self-assumed knowledge. 


This quality shows up in the man- 
ner in which he has exiled from the 
higher councils of the State Depart- 
ment all those who ever dared to 
challenge and question seriously the 
soundness of his views. One needs 
but to recall Mr. Dulles’s Dec. 23 
television report to the nation on the 
recent NATO conference to discern 
the extent to which the Secretary of 
State expresses a confidence in his 
own rightness.

The Secretary of State’s attitude 
toward dealing with Moscow is 
shown in the present status of the 
American Ambassador there. The 
latter’s role is largely that of a re- 
porter. Apparently he is not empow- 
ered to go to the Soviet Foreign Min- 
istry and inquire as to the meaning 
of some passage or phrase with a view 
to exploring the possibilities of fur- 
ther and conceivably useful discus- 
sions. 

In other words, I find it difficult 
to avoid the conclusion that at a time 
in history when a misunderstanding 
of American purposes could have the 
gravest consequences, both its antag- 
onist and its allies see its foreign 
policies being handled by a man who 
appears to reject the possibility of 
useful negotiation, who appears to be 
driving a nuclear automobile down a 
highway in the path of another as 
dangerous coming in the opposite di- 
rection. 

We ~_ not pew whet pues and 
purpose for av g a collision may 
be at the back of Mr. Dulles’s mind. 
But the mere appearance of inflex- 
ibility, of undeviating self-assurance,

What Do We Get 
From Outdoors? 


NOW THAT THE SEASON has. come when outdoor 
people spend a little time sitting around the stove, I would 
like to toss out an idea or two. On the order of clay 
pigeons,.one might say, which can be shot at without 
moving from where you 
sit. As one who. enjoys 
the outdoors, I find the 
whole subject of recrea- 
tion interesting. I see 


swimming, skiing, sail- 
ing, mountain climbing, 
canoeing—and I say to 
myself, “This is wonder- 
ful. All these people in 
the great outdoors — 
breathing the good air, 
getting exercise and 
otherwise enjoying a 
healthful time.” But after 
a while I find myself 
thinking, “By and large, 
most of these outdoor 
pursuits aren't what they 
used to be. Many have 
become so artificial, so 
mechanized, so encum- 
bered with gadgets that 
they no longer require either effort or skill. Yet here 
are countless millions of us, swarming over the landscape, 
each bent on some sort of recreation. What is it, really, 
that we are seeking—and what are our chances of finding 
st?” 


First comes that question: What are we seeking as 
outdoor recreationists? Peace and solitude—sports of 
- many kinds—the thrill of pitting our strength and in- 
telligence against the challenges of nature—the spiritual 
joy of contact with wilderness; these might be some of 
the things we are seeking. Yet somehow I generally ar- 
rive back at the answer suggested by the great naturalist- 
philosopher Aldo Leopold. This is that most outdoor 
recreationists, regardless of other values and whether 
they definitely realize it or not, are pursuing some sort 
of a trophy. 


What this trophy is differs with the individ- 
ual: and much of his pleasure is normally ac- 
quired in pursuing the trophy, rather than in ac- 
tually getting it. Thus the trophy might be an 
elephant’s tusk on a creel of brook trout, a rock 
cairn built atop a hitherto unscaled peak, a wilder- 
ness river successfully negotiated by canoe, the 
phtograph of a nesting eagle, or a rare wildflower 
discovered. The trophy is, actually, our certifi- 
cate of accomplishment. In our field of recrea- 
tion it says for us, “Veni, vidi, vici.” 


If Leopold was right about this, as I sincerely believe, 
then we at once encounter problems created by our times. 
One is that the value of our trophy is affected by mass 
pressure on it, by its naturalness or artificiality, by the 
skill required and the obstacles overcome in obtaining it. 
An eagle photographed in the zoo, a mountain scaled by 
hiking up a highway, a river negotiated with the help of 
expert guides and a powerful motor—these are watered- 
down trophies. 

WHEN IT COMES to hunting and fishing the situa- 
tion is worse. Today wildlife managers make big strides 
in assuring us increased*yields of some kinds of game 
species if we are willing to pay the cost, We have found, 
for example, that if we provide feeding and wintering 
grounds for waterfowl that nest in the far north and have 
no limitation on their nesting grounds, We can maiftain 
good populations. An illustration is the Canada geese 
which can be concentrated in almost countless thousands 


where they can be fed. Another example is the explosive 
increase of whitetafl deer all across the country; a phe- 
nomenon that follewed the setting aside and praper man- 
agement of lard@ tracts of cut-over forest land by 
states and federal governmént. Still others might be the 
successful introduction of exotic species such as the 
pheasant in the Dakotas—or the planting of hatchery 
raised trout. Several states depend today entirely on 
artificial propagation for their trout fishing and often the 
fish are planted in streams no longer capable of natural 
trout production because of pollution, flooding, siltation or 
other factors. 


I think any outdoorsman will agree that in 
New York state when 450,000 alleged hunters 
start out in pursuit of the state’s 600,000 deer, 
the trophy value of a set of antlers drops. A 
couple of native trout taken on dry flies from a 
snow-fed stream on the Continental Divide have 
greater value and taste better than a creel-full 
of hatchery trout planted a half-hour before our 
arrival on the stream, even though these latter 
required some skill to catch. You simply can’t 
compare goose hunting on the confined limits of 
a management area with that on a river sandbar 
—nor pheasant hunting on a game farm at so 
much per pound with quail or grouse shooting 
in the wild. 


THE VERY MANAGEMENT of these species in order 
that we may hunt them has many side-effects. Geese on 
the wildlife management area grow tame as barnyard 
fowl. To encourage deer we kill the wolf and coyote— 
and soon the deer population “explodes” until it destroys 
its food supply and the population crashes. To maintain 
high fish population in our hatchery pools we kill the 
herons, kingfishers, otter, mink and other creatures we 
call predators. Yet I am less interested, momentarily, in 
these side-effects of wildlife management than in its ef- 
fects on the quality of recreation. Without management 
we would lose many wildlife species; and with it we will 
doubtless lose many others that we consider not worth 
the money management costs. But What can we do to 
maisitain some of the original values of hunting and fish- 
ing as these forms of recreation grow more and more ar- 
tificial? : 

After all, wildlife has meant much in our culture— 
both in shaping it and in feeding us in earlier times. It 
should still yield pleasure for our leisure hours and bring 

us a sense of history and of our relationship with the soil. 
If it doesn't, has the mere killing of animals or the catch- 
ing of fish any value whatever as recreation?

One of them, a 
distinguished, gray-haired man, 
turned out to be Mr. Joseph 


Bardenheier, of the Barden- 
heier Wine & Liquor Co. The 
other; a short, pleasant man 
with a mildly authoritative air 
about wines, was Mr. Edmund 
Rossi of the Wine Advisory 
Board of San Francisco. What 
better opportunity could a man 
ask to learn about wine?

I HOPE that my readers will 
agree with what I said in my 
two previous columns — that 
health and education are a 
part of the defense of any na- 
tion. But, in saying that, I did 
not mean that we necessarily 
do not have to face up to the 
military threat of the Soviet 
Union. 


The potential destruction 
made possible by nuclear 
weapons is so great that the 
Soviets will tell you that‘ no 
nation can any longer consider 
war as a way of settling dif- 
ficulties. That does not mean. 
however, that ‘we can afford 
to offer the temptation which 
real weakness in a military way 
would bring about. At present 
our power to retaliate against 
an aggressor is ever present. 


I think it is a mistake to 
give the impression that we 
are ready to enter inte a race 
for supremacy in the military 
field. We should keep a~bal- 
ance in military power, but 
talk should come te an end. 
We should do what is neces- 
sary to preserve this balance.

THE OUTSTANDING contemporary example of ham- 
miness is Maria Callas, of course. She has engaged in 
backstage brawls with fellow performers—both verbal and 

_ physical, At one time she was forcibly prevented by another 
performer from swiping 
‘a bow. Callas is a prima 
donna’ caricature. She is 
a sort of armed island, 
firing on One & All, She 
Once confessed: “I under- 
stand hate. I respect re- 
venge. You have to de- 
fend yourself. You have 
to be strong, very, very 
strong. That’s what makés 
you have fights.” Much 
of La Callas’ ferocity is 
derived from an unhappy 
childhood. She is the 
classic case of the miser- 
able child who grows up 
to take revenge against 
the world. She makes no 
secret of her bitterness 
toward her mother. Callas 
told a reporter last year: 
“I'll never forgive my 
mother for taking my 
childhood away. During 
all the years I should have been playing and growing up, 
I was singing or making money. Everything I did for them 


was mostly good and everything they did for me was 
mostly bad.” 


' MARIA CALLAS ... A CON- 
TEMPORARY EXAMPLE, 


NANCY OLDFIELD, one of Britain’s fabulous spar- 
klers, was always carried to the playhouse in a chair by 
two footmen. She never spoke to other members of the 
company. offstage. . . . Eleanora Duse would arrive at the 
theater five hours before curtain-time, in order to immerse 
herself in the role she was playing. . . . When Sarah 
Siddons, another acting great, appeared in poetic classics, 
she frequently startled dinner companions by spouting 
double-talk in blank verse. . . . Edwin Forrest, another 
star, was convinced that the public was his sole friend. 
He delivered curtain speeches detailing his personal 
marital problems. 


STRANGELY, stories about temperamental 
stars are remembered long after their perform- 
ances are forgotten. One of the classics concerns 
Nora Bayes. She once wired E. F. Albee, the 
vaudeville czar: “Beginning next week my salary 
must be $10,000 per week.” ... He responded: 
“Your salary will remain $1000 per week.” 

Miss Bayes opened as scheduled. However, 
after singing eight bars of her first song she 
stopped the music and announced: “That's $1000 
worth of my act’—and walked off. 


ANOTHER TEMPTESTUOUS vaudeville star was Eva 
Tanguay. When she was a two-a-day queen a manager 
fined her $100 for missing a performance. She paid it 
without protest. Then she went on stage—removed a knife 
from her handbag—and slashed the curtain. . . . Joseph 
Jefferson (who starred in “Rip Van Winkle” for 40 years) 
was once approached by a man in a. hotel lobby who 
inquired whether he was an actor. Annoyed’ by the non- 
recognition, Jefferson departed in a huff. Later he asked 
a bellboy: “Who was that nincompoop who failed to 
recognize me?” . .. He was informed: “General Grant.” 


» JOHN BARRYMORE.was undoubtedly one of 
the greatest and grandest hams. He scored his 
greatest success as Hamlet. Barrymore made no 
bones about his delight with the ecstatic response 
his playing inspired. When a producer told him: 
“You played Hamlet perfectly.” John exclaimed: 
“J have played many roles. I AM Hamlet!” 

Incidentally, Barrymore had a logical perspec- 
tive about acclaim. He once observed: “I am rarely 
moved by public criticism or praise. It is important 
not to believe the good things written about you. 
A swelled head is much more dangerous and even 
painful than a bruised backside.” 


MRS, PATRICK CAMPBELL once breezed into another 
star’s dressing room—who was appearing in a drama titled: 
“Dishonored Lady.” Mrs. Campbell spotted Alec Woollcott 
and fang’d: “Ah, you’re a famous critic. Tell me—who 
should have played ‘Dishoriored Lady’?” The same Mrs. 
Campbell was once introduced to another great actress 
named Mrs. Leslie Carter. Mrs. Campbell extended her 
hand and boomed: “Honored! Honored!” Still grasping the 
paw of Mrs. Carter, she turned to a friend and proclaimed 
in a’whisper that could be heard for miles: “I thought 
she was dead!” ;

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D OF THE SCIENCE DEPARTMENT OF JOHN BURROUGHS SCHOOL, 


DISCUSSES A PROBLEM WITH TWO OF HIS STUDENTS. HE STRESSES THE "WHY" OF CHEMISTRY 
AND PHYSICS, BELIEVES IN “CHALLENGING EVERY STUDENT TO HIS MAJOR CAPABILITIES.”

AFTER THE SPUTNIK 
SCARE, many schools took a 
critical look at their science 
and mathematics programs and 
were discouraged by what they 
saw. Not so John Burroughs 
School in St. Louis county. 
Burroughs, which is building a 
$50,000 science laboratory, has 
emphasized science and math 
all the 35 years it has been in 
existence and a look around at 
its program fills its teachers 
with pleasure, not panic. 

In the class to be graduated 
this year, all 24 boys and all 
27 girls studied math and sci- 
ence for four of their six 
years (grades 7-12). All 24 boys 
studied math for five years 
and 20 of them studied it for 
six. Twenty-one of the girls had 
five years of math and seven 
had six years. Sixteen boys 
and five girls had five years of 
science and three boys and two 
girls studied six years. 

Alumni include a consultant 
at Los Alamos, a nuclear physi- 
cist, the directar of an institute 
of cancer research, and a long 
list of doctors and professors. 
This is natural for a school 
where every seventh grader is 
at home in a laboratory and 
high school students build 
wind tunnels, man weather sta- 
tions, and work on original 
research projects for hospitals. 
And Burroughs started a cyclo- 
tron five years ago. 


“All of this is nothing new.” 
Leonard D. Haertter, direc- 
tor of Burroughs, empha- 
sized, when we visited the 
private school to look over 
its science-math program. 
“Since our school was char- 
tered in 1923 we've stressed 
these studies along with for- 
eign languages and the other 
requirements for a_ well- 
rounded education. All sev- 
enth, eighth and ninth grade 
students are required to take 
both math and science. We 
consider it a tribute to our 
teachers that most of them 
elect to take it longer.” 


Another tribute is the lively 
enthusiasm evidenced in any 
science class taught by the 
head of that department, Fred- 
erick B. Eiseman Jr. From his 
cluttered office, which contains 
“Thimk” signs and a shrunken 
head, Eiseman tries, not to 
teach prescribed experiments 
and formulae, but to develop 
skills of thinking. His ap- 
proach begins with textbooks. 

“Most science labs use what 
I call cookbooks,” he said, “that 
is, books which leave nothing 
to the imagination. The book 
will say, ‘Add such and such 
chemical. Do you get a precip- 
itate, check yes or no?’ The 
next question will be, ‘What is 
the color of the precipitate?’ 
followed by “Now take the red 
precipitate and —’ 

“I got tired of this kind of 
teaching so I hauled off and 
wrote a lot of manuals that 
outline the nature of problems 
and leave it up to the student 
as to how to go about doing 
them. Instead of filling out 
forms they must write their 
or in correct English, 


Eiseman’s books, most of 
which stress the “why” of 
physics or chemistry, are for 
use only at Burroughs, not for 
sale to other schools. 

He’s also a firm believer in 
“challenging every stvdent to 
his major capabilities,” which, 
translated, means 20 to 30 
hours of homework a week, 
and a great deal of original 
work. 

“This began several years 
ago when my brother, who's a 
surgeon at the Veterans Hos- 
pital in Denver, was telling me 
about a disease that aviators 
get when they suddenly gain 
altitude,” he recajled. “1 noted 
it was really a physics problem 
—the effect of surface tension 


on the flow of fluid in a tube— 


and I said, ‘Gee, I bet some

“Ever since then (I've 
taken some of my best stu- 
dents in November and Dec- 
ember, excused them from 
lab work the rest of the year 
and had them pursue a prob- 
lem in original research. We 
get our problems from 
Barnes, Washington U., the 
Denver hospital, and they’re 
all problems no one has 
worked before.” 


my kids could work on 


One student is working now 
on the aviators’ disease, an- 
other on an _ arteriosclerosis 
condition—deposits of choles- 
terol at artery bifurcations— 
for which he has designed an 
artificial heart with an auto- 
mobile fuel pump. 

“The reason we do these 
experiments is not for the end 
result,” said Eiseman, “but be- 
cause these are problems to 
which the only answer lies up 
here.” He tapped his head. “I 
want these kids to experience 
the heartaches, the disappoint- 
ments, and the tremendous 
thrills that come with orginal 
research.” 

Eiseman credits Burroughs 
parents for much of his depart- 
ment’s success, pointing out 
that they will supply anything 
from white mice to a $500 
rotating electric demonstration 
outfit, a refrigerator, or auto- 
mobile chassis, not to mention 
funds for the $50,000 labora- 
tory. He credits parents, too, 
with stimulating scientific in- 
terest before students reach 
school. His co-workers, how- 
ever, tell you that this man 
who lives science and can be 
located late at night by tossing 
gravel at the lighted labora- 
tory window, has done much 
to further native interests. 

Eiseman refers to himself as 
“a lousy teacher.” 

“I was trained as a chemical 
engineer, not an educator,” he 
said. “I can’t speak that lingo 
about ‘meeting felt needs.’ I 
think most science teachers 
would be better teachers if 
they knew more about science 
and less about teaching.” 

G. C. Montgomery, head of 
the Burroughs mathematics de- 
partment, believes successful 
scholastic work depends on 
three things. One is “home 
climate,” the willingness of 
parents to recognize limita- 
tions, aid physical efficiency 
and co-operate in emotional 
development. 

Second is the student's desire 
for success and willingness to 
work. He notes with pleasure 
that when he assigns a job, say 
working out a numerical system 
based on 12 instead of the 
conventional 10, enterprising 
students will go further and 
work out their own system 
based on 8. 

Finally, scholastic sucess, he 
believes, depends on the teach- 
er’s emotional stability, pro-

The majority of fish have air 
bladders, but a fairly large 
number are without

erel. Air bladders are missing 
in the adults of the common 
mackerel group, but they are 
present in young ones.

This was done only 
with the sturgeon bladders in 
early days of the industry, but 
the bladders of various other 
kinds of fish now go into is- 
inglass. 


Various fish have air blad- 
ders which are divided length- 
wise or crosswise. A few kinds 
have air bladders with many 
cells, and these are used as 
lungs. The African lungfish is 
an example of a fish with 
lungs. 

The air bladders of ocean 
fish contain a good deal of 
oxygen. A fresh water fish 
usually has .more_ nitrogen 
than anything else in its air 
bladder. 

The gullet of a fish is a 
passage for food. Often, but 
not always, a tube leads from 


‘the air bladder to the gullet 


A lungfish breathes through 
that tube and various other 
kinds of fish use it when they 
“gulp air.”
